Selection of Instruments 



First obtain the influence of some prominent citizens or musical persons who love to see art progress 
and will do all in their power to aid the movement. All endeavors for the advancement of a good 
band require the help that comes from a concerted action. In obtaining members select men of respectability, who will work to 
accomplish their end. Let each member pay a proportion of the amount necessary for the purchase of the instruments. If, after 
wards, any one wishes to leave the band, for reasons satisfactory to the other members, let him be paid back a part of the amount 
invested, which shall be returned to the band by the new member who enters in his place. If, when first purchasing instruments, the 
entire cost is advanced by one individual or firm, the instruments should be considered band property until each member has paid 
his proportion. 

Avoid purchasing instruments involving the application of new principles, unless they 
are well recommended by thoroughly responsible dealers. Every year discoveries 
are claimed to have been made of new and important principles in Band Instruments, which almost invariably become a loss to the 
purchaser. After deciding upon the instruments required, be careful to purchase them off some firm of wide reputation and unques 
tionable responsibility. A business house that has earned a good name is always anxious to sustain* it, and in case of mistakes or 
misunderstanding, they will be ready to satisfy any reasonable demands from their customers. 

Try to have at least ten members at first. Let there be one Solo Bb Cornet, 1st and 2nd 
Bt&gt; Cornets, 1st and 2nd Altos, 2 Bb Tenors, Baritone, Eb Bass and Drums. After this 
add, first, another Bt&gt; Cornet, next Bt&gt; Bass, or 1st Tenor, then Solo Alto, 3rd Bb Cornet, Eb Bass etc. To decide about the players 
for different icstruments, let the best musicians take the Solo Bt&gt; Cornet, So 1 ^ Alto and Baritone. Next select a large good-natured 
gentleman for the Eb Bass, and one with some ability for 1st Bb Cornet. The 1st and 2nd Altos and Tenors are about equally 
difficult. For the Bass Drum, have some one who will keep good time, and for the small Drum it is well to have a man who ha s 
played before either in an Orchestra or a Band.

Instructions for the Proper Care of Band Instruments 



In new instruments care should be taken to keep all parts perfectly clean, the slides 
carefully Creased, and the caps, springs and water key in thorough working order. Top 
mid bottom caps should he occasionally removed. If neglected and they stick, the&gt; 
should lie loosened by a mallet or a piece of woo. I, lightly applied, never by pinchers or 
tongs. Water should never be allowed to accumulate in any instrument. It must !&gt;, 
withdrawn from the valves, slides and tubes, both before (this is necessary in conse 
quence of the condensation of the breath long after the instrument is put asi le) an 1 
after playing, otherwise the saliva will soon eat its way through them. Instruments 
hung up should, whenever possible, be in the position in which they are played, so that 
water may not collect in the interior. Bell front instruments shoul 1 also he hung with 
with the bell upwards. 

Valves, Slides and Water Keys 

If, through dryness, the pistons cannot be withdrawn, a little water ahoul I be blown 
through the mouthpiece branch ; but they should never ba forced out by inserting any 
thing into them from the bottom. Hut if the pistons can ba with Irawn easily, all that 
is necessary to make them work well is to moisten them with saliva. Never, 1111 ler any 
circumstances, Hie or scrape the valves; it is certain to ruin them. Be sure that the 
water or saliva does not accumulate in the instrument, :n it tends to corrode or eat 
holes in the valves. Another important matter is the cork padding for the valves. If 
woin down or broken they will change slightly the length of the action, which is adjusted 
to a mathematical nicety and must be kept so, as otherwise it changes the air passages 
ami spoils the tone. Occasionally all the slides, water key springs, screws and valve 
springs should be greased (but never the pistons themselves) with vaseline, lard or 
tallow. The tuning slide, above all, should never be kept without grease. The tuning 
slides should not be drawn far, and musicians who have occasion to play very flat should 
have a second tuning slide, for if the regular one is drawn out too ranch the space in 
the tube becomes so much enlarged that the instrument is put out of proportion, ami, 
at the same time, out of tune. All the "IMPERIAL" instruments are at correct 
concert pitch. 

The Saliva 

The saliva of some performers leaves such a large deposit that the tubing of their 
instruments from the mouthpiece to the valves, in the course of a few months gets more 
or less rilled up. In such cases it is necessary to cleanse those parts with small shot and 
warm water, or better with a rag attache 1 to a piece of catgut and pulled through the 
tubing. If an instrument is not thus atteude I to, one is apt to think that it has bacorae 
impaired, for the column of air, in consequence of the deposit, has not full scope. 
Instruments are often called defective, when all they require is to undergo this opera 
tion of cleaning. Useless expense is thus often incurred, as above meutionel. If the 
valve slides are not drawn out from time to time to be greased, the saliva soon eats its 
\v;i\ between the two tubes, ami in drying causes them to rust, which necessitates their 
being broken before they can be withdrawn, and in consequence the instrument runs 
the risk of being spoiled altogether. 



Mouthpieces 



Mouthpieces should never be forced into the shanks, crooks or mouthpiece branches 
of our instruments, for the size of the opening of a mouthpiece branch being properly 
calculated, the proper proportion might be impaired. Having fac-similes of the mouth 
pieces of all the celebrated artists, we can make any kind required. When instruments 
are constructed to play in more than one key, whether by shanks, slides or crooks, the 
valve slides should be pushed in or pulled out progressively as the keys ascend or 
descend, otherwise they will be out of tune. The precise distances cannot be indicated, 
as so much depends upon the particular KMHOiH HURE of the player. He will have to 
be guided more or less by his ear. 



Polishing or Cleaning 



I irst Th3 instrument should be rubbed with strips of cloth dipped in oil and 
powdered rotten-stone. 

Second \Vipe this off with a dry rag and sprinkle with powdered rotten-stone and 
rub till a beautiful polish is obtained. 

Third Great care must be taken that the rotten-stone does not touch the valves and 
slides during the process, and also that they be kept closed. 

Repairs 

In the event of any of our instruments getting injured, they can in all probability be 
restored to their original foira, but of times most valuable instruments are spoiled by 
being entrusted to inexperienced workmen to repair. We must particularly request 
that all instruments be forwarded to us for repairs, as we alone have the 
mathematically proportioned tools requisite to repair and re-tune them. 

BRIEFLY 

Never apply oil or grease to the valves. 
Never allow dirt or grease to accumulate. 
Never file or scrape the valves. 
Never carry mouthpiece loose in the pocket. 
Never allow the slides to corrode or stick. 
Never lay an instrument aside for any length of time 

without cleaning. 
Buy only the "IMPERIALS" or "IDEALS" which are 

the best, and then take the care of them that only 

good instruments deserve. 



Suggestions for the Care of Clarinets, Flutes, Piccolos 

and Similar Wooden Instruments 



As these instruments are liable at any time to crack, unless properly care 1 for, a 
few words as to their preservation ni:iy be of service. 

Should an instrument suddenly check without seeming cause, do not at once con 
clude that it never was of any account, and that the first thing to be done is to "blow 
up" the party of whom it was pun-hnscd : herause he or they had not a particle mure 
to do with the calamity than its present owner, and are not one iota more responsible 
for it. Undoubtedly, had the instrument received such attention as is here recom 
mended, no accident would have occurred therefore, bear the following suggestions in 
mind, and prevent future annoyance and loss : 

The finest instrument made can be quickly ruined by being put away after use with 
out being wiped out. 

Every player should possess a wiper wliudi is made of worsed or silk, and when 
through playing should wipe the instrument dry inside, then apply a small quantity of 
oil sTeet oil is good not too much, but just enough to leave a slight gloss in the bore. 
A very nice way is to lum. 1 ;i. second wiper for applying the oil, though one can be used 
for both purposes if the second is not convenient. 

Dry the outside of the instrument with a rag or chamois skin, an 1 lie c ireful to wipe 
the ends of the joints dry. 

Keep the instruments in as even a temperature as possible. A very warm or a very 
cold room is extremely dangerous, the latter especially so to ivory trimmed instruments. 

To a new instrument, or one that has been out of use for some time, a little oil 
should be applied daily for the first five or six days after which once a week is suffi 
cient unless it be in a warm, dry climate, or during very warm weather, when twice a 
week would insure more safety. Always oil after using, not before. 



Never lay an instrument down after using upon a cold substance like a marble slab 
or niiuitlepiece nor leave it in a much colder room than the one in which it has just 
been use;!, nor go out into a cold temperature without being sure to wipe dry and put 
into a warm case. If an instrument has not a regularly made cloth or chamois skin 
lined case, the joints should be wrapped separately in a piece of flannel or skin in addi 
tion to placing in the ordinary pasteboard case before taking out. of doors in a low 
temperatme. 

Some musicians may a Ivise le Lviii 4 the wiper in the bore of the instrument when 
not in use, but this is without doubt a bad practice, as tha wiper is often damp and 
liable to cause a swelling of the instrument, which is very likely to result in a split 

or two. 

The springs, screws and other bearings should be kept lightly oiled, which can 
be done very nicely with a camel s imir brush. The rings, keys and ferrules may be 
easily kept bright by occasionally rubbing with a dry chamois skin or a piece of 
flannel. 

To illustrate the results of care and carelessness with such instruments, it is 
related that there once left France for a province of Africa where the climate is warm 
and damp, two regiments whose bands received their outfits at the same time. One 
was given imperitive orders to follow certain rules, of which the above is substantially 
a copy, and returned home at the end of two years with their wooden instruments 
equal to new in every respect; while the oboes, clarinets, piccolos and flutes of the 
other band were split without exception, a few months after their arrival, owing to the 
absence of the same care.
